1. This office action is in response to the after-final request for reconsideration filed 
on June 13, 2005. 

Specification 

2. The substitute specification filed on June 13, 2005 has been entered. 

3. Applicant's request for consideration has been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive because of the following reasons: 

4. Applicant argued that the cited prior art Moran al. (U.S. Patent Number 6647400, 
hereafter "Moran" does not disclose or suggest that "reformatting read kernel records 
into a different format, wherein the different format is a memory mapped file", "parsing 
and comparing the kernel records against a template", "if a directory is specifically 
excluded and a file in the specifically excluded directory is specifically included the file is 
then monitored" and "encrypting information sent between the intrusion detection 
system and a network". 

6. Moran discloses a system and method for detecting intrusion in a host system on 
a network, comprises an analysis engine in communication with a source of rules and 
configured to apply forward- and backward- chaining using rules from the source of 
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rules. Moran discloses "reformatting read kernel records into a different format, wherein 
the different format is a memory mapped file", (Column 9 line 54 - Column 10 line 32), 
"parsing and comparing the kernel records against a template", (Column 18 lines 6 - 
58), "if a directory is specifically excluded and a file in the specifically excluded directory 
is specifically included the file is then monitored", (Column 10 lines 14-55; Column 13 
lines 1 - 31 and Column 35 lines 9 - 42) and "encrypting information sent between the 
intrusion detection system and a network", (Column 16 lines 15-29).
